WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson, who has a fond­ 
ness for grasping voters’ hands, 
is being urged to make a West­ 
ern inspection tour in May or 
June that could take him as far 
as Hawaii. 
For a president who wishes to 
preserve as long as possible the 
pleasant fiction that he isn’t 
campaigning, tours of this kind 
offer a chance to get out and 
meet the people where they 
live. Johnson has said ne wants 
to hold down political activity 
until after the party nominating 
conventions. 
These trips are always billed 
as nonpolitical expeditions on 
which the country’s head man 
is seeing for himself how mat­ 
ters are progressing at the grass 
roots. 
This usually results in futile 
outcries from the opposition that 
the chief executive is politicking 
at the taxpayers’ expense. But 
such complaints are mostly for 
the record and even their au­ 
thors expect little public reac­ 
tion to them. 
Johnson’s desk is loaded with 
all kinds of invitations for him 
to dedicate dams, inspect new 
atomic complexes, cut ribbons 
on highways and view conserva­ 
tion projects.

Old Ohio Law 
Is Target 
Of Railroads 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A 
half-century-old Ohio law, pro­ 
viding for five-man crews on 
passenger, 
freight, 
switching 
and yard trains, may become 
the target of revision attempts. 
It takes precedence over the 
recent R a i l r o a d Arbitration 
Board decision which could elim­ 
inate the jobs of 30,000 railroad 
firemen. 
As it stands, says Joseph S. 
Gill, general counsel for the Ohio 
Railroad Association, a train 
coming into Ohio from a state 
with no full crew law must take 
on a fireman at the border and 
keep one aboard through opera­ 
tions in this state. 
Railroad representatives will 
meet soon to discuss the law, 
which is under study, Gill said. 
Proposals include attempts at 
legislative change or having it 
declared unconstitutional. 
E. T. Karch, chairman of the 
Ohio State Legislative Board for 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers, said railroad unions 
will seek to keep the law as is, 
or strengthen it.

As in Korea, granting enemy terri­ 
tory asylum from attack is weighing 
heavily against U. S. efforts to retain 
the southern peninsula of Southeast 
Asia as free territory. 
Time after time Washington has rec­ 
ognized the serious of the m ilitary sit­ 
uation in S o u t h Viet Nam, strategi­ 
cally if not publicly, by sending top mil­ 
itary chiefs to the scene for reevalua­ 
tions. Each time they have come home 
with the recommendation the U. S. 
neither withdraw nor extend the war 
into Viet Nam.

Navy Seeks 
Sub Rescue 
Development

WASHINGTON (AP)—A spe 
elal Navy study board, formed 
after the loss a year ago of the 
atomic 
submarine 
Thresher, 
recommended Tuesday eventual 
development of equipment able 
to bring sunken submarines to 
the surface from depths exceed­ 
ing 1,000 feet 
The report, for security rea­ 
sons, spoke only of recovering 
submarines intact down to “col­ 
lapse depth.” This depth has 
been unofficially estimated as 
something more than 1,000 feet. 
The program, estimated to 
cost $333 million for the first 
five years, also calls for devel­ 
oping equipment to bring to the 
surfaco objects such as missle. 
and space vehicles, from depths 
of 20,000 feet 
The organization made clear, 
however, that even this equip­ 
ment would have been useless 
for rescue purposes in the case 
of the Thresher, which wem 
down in 8,400 feet of water off 
Cape Cod, Mass., “Well beyond 
her collapse depth.” 
The group said that, under 
favorable conditions, the pres­ 
sed rescue chamber used to 
bring submarine crewmen to 
the surface has a theoretical 
capability of 850 feet; but, con­ 
sidering 
limitations 
of 
the 
chamber, and the present wide 
deployment of submarines com­ 
pared with the deployment of 
rescue ships, “only a small per­ 
centage of today’s operations 
are protected.” 
There is no under-ice rescue 
capability now, the board said, 
in apparent reference to polar 
operations. 
Under 
the 
long-term 
pro­ 
gram, the group recommended 
construction of six rescue units, 
of two small submersible ve­ 
hicles each, 
able to rescue 
crews down to collapse depth, 
and capable of quickly respond 
ing to emergencies at any lo­ 
cation m the world. 
Search for 
the Thresher’s 
wreckage, done by the deep-div­ 
ing vehicle Trieste, and by oth­ 
er 
surface-based 
methods, 
brought up small fragments of 
the lost submarine. 
The new system for recovery 
of small objects would consist 
of two units, one in the Pacific 
and the other in the Atlantic. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson has now talked 
enough to provide a reasonable 
comparison with President John 
F. Kennedy, and not only as a 
talker. 
Kennedy 
was 
distinguished 
from the beginning of his presi­ 
dency—in fact, from his inau 
gural 
address — by 
idealism 
about the possibilities of Ameri­ 
can life. The same is true of 
Johnson. 
But there is an acute differ 
ence in the expression of that 
idealism. 
Kennedy had a better aesthet­ 
ic sense, as his use of language 
showed. It appealed not only lo 
intellectuals and young people 
but to literate people of all 
ages, for the phrases were 
memorable, sometimes elegant 
In return he got a sort of na­ 
tional gratitude—judging from 
the increasingly warm response 
when he was alive and since 
then the pilgrimages to hi. 
grave—for an eloquence un1 
matched in the presidency since 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
He expressed what many felt 
but could not say and in words 
better than perhaps most could 
have commanded. His speeches 
showed a lot of homework, 
sometimes too much. 
For sometimes they were too 
literary, too worked over, too 
selfconscious, as if in trying to 
make his sentences bleed he 
had drained the red corpuscles 
out of them, leaving more shine 
than substance. 
He worked one literary habit 
to death: the use of contrasts. 
Used carefully and sparingly 
the effect can be brilliant, as it 
was in, “Ask not what your 
country can do for you but what 
you can do for your country.” 
It is not an easy technique to 
use since it gets monotonous 
when overdone and sounds like 


wheels spinning. 
In general what he said was 
much better than how he said it. 
There was too much monotone, 
not enough range, not enough 
inflection. And his gesturing 
while emphatic was unimagina­ 
tive: the right hand endlessly 
poking the air. 
Johnson’s whole performance 
is different. He is anything but 
the literary man, as he would 
probably be the first to admit 
since he seems to pride himself 
on his earthiness. 
With a prepared talk he’s not 
in Kennedy’s class. He is far 
better off the cuff. In the first 
place, he has made a fetish of 
short sentences, letting each in 
turn stand as a paragraph. It 
makes for easy speaking but 
has its drawbacks. 
It prevents a rounded flow 
and development of ideas by 
forcing abrupt sentence stops 
every few words. It certainly 
shuts the door on the kind of 
contrasts 
Kennedy 
liked 
so 
much. 
Much more than Kennedy 
Johnson tries for inflection. But 
the result is seldom good. As he 
goes along in a prepared speech 
he will drop his voice, almost 
to a whisper, in such an obvious 
effort toward solemnity that the 
result is disturbing. 
But Johnson is far more down 
to earth than Kennedy ever 
was. He has some humor, most 
ly in the form of homely and 
even corny anecdotes, although 
none of Kennedy’s wit. 
Yet, there was always a slight 
barrier between Kennedy and 
his audience, perhaps an intel­ 
lectual and aristocratic aloof­ 
ness. There is not a shred of 
that in Johnson. He mingles. 
And deliberately spends his 
time trying to. 
Read 
almost 
anything 
he 
says. It’s close up, in the com-

mon language, like this phrase 
Tuesday night: “This is one 
country, one society, and one 
people.” 
With all this said the most im­ 
portant point — the common 
bond between the two men—re­ 
mains: the attempt by both of 
them to provide inspirational 
leadership in insisting upon the 
promise of American life. 
It is extraordinary that this 
should occur in two presidents 
in succession. It hasn’t hap­ 
pened before in this century. 
Perhaps because foreign an­ 
guish and anxieties have dimin­ 
ished a bit, the two men could 
think more about home. 
President Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower, who had plenty to con 
cern him abroad, at home was 
much less an inspiration than a 
manager. The same was true of 
President Harry S. Truman, 
who was even more intensely 
deluged with foreign troubles. 
Roosevelt certainly provided 
inspiration at home, at least in 
his early years and before the 
war consumed all America’s 
energy. 
Presidents 
Herbert 
Hoover and Calvin Coolidge 
could hardly be said to have 
done so. President Woodrow 
Wilson did. 
President William H. Taft 
didn’t... President 
Theodore 
Roosevelt did to some extent, 
when he wasn’t thinking of 
expanding 
American 
power 
abroad. Behind him stretches a 
long period of no inspiration.

Capra has not only 
made film classics like “Lost 
Horizon” and “Mr. Deeds Goes 
to Town,” he has also had suc­ 
cess in interpreting science to 
his fellow man. 
“I started about 12 years 
ago,” he said.

me 
to

recruit 
students. So I made a film that 
pointed out the opportunities 
that could be had in scientific 
careers.”
